Freshmen gotta pay 


U of I approves tuition 
hike for new students 
at three campuses 

CUcagalrltHina 

New students at the University of Illinois’ 
three campuses will pay slightly more to en- 
roll in classes this fall, according to rates ap- 
proved Thursday by school trustees. 

Tuition will go up 1.7 percent for in-state 
undergraduates, an increase that matches 
last year’s hike— the smallest percentage in- 
crease since 1994. 

The increase brings base tuition to $12,036 
at the Urbana-Champaign campus, $10,584 
at the Chicago campus and $9,405 in Spring- 
field. The total cost more than doubles, how- 
ever, after adding mandatory student fees 
and housing. 

With all costs considered, students will 
pay more than $25,000 a year— or $100,000 
for a four-year education— at the state’s flag- 
ship public school.

“I want to do every single genre. I want to 
work with as many different people as I can.

Hudgens says at the Park Hyatt on a frigid day 
in Chicago.

Rather, the film, which shouldn’t have 
borrowed the title of a Rolling Stones 
song/documentary or used Lana Del Rey’s 
glamorous “Born to Die” as Apple walks 
the street, is both better than its trailer sug- 
gested and not quite good enough to call 
good. Hudgens fares well even when elevat- 
ing clunky dialogue or a forced emotional 
outburst. And Krauss seems unwilling to 
engage the hard truths about what it takes 
to run and live at a shelter like DiFiore’s 
(not to mention the basic challenges of 
raising newborns). It appears this woman is 
something of a saint, but it’d take a miracle 
worker to so completely minimize dramas 
once people enter her care.

‘Blackfish’ director’s battle continues

On Oscar nominations morning, awards pun- 
dits were buzzing over the Academy’s high- 
profile snubs: Tom Hanks, Emma Thompson 
and Robert Redford. But in the animal rights 
world, the upset was over the omission of the 
popular documentary “Blackfish.” 

The film, which explores the treatment 
of whales in captivity grossed $2 million at 
the box office and has been seen by roughly 
21 million CNN viewers since it debuted on 
the cable network in October. It has inspired 
numerous protests— in January, some animal 
activists were arrested after trying to stop a 
SeaWorld float at the Rose Parade— and nine 
musical acts, including Willie Nelson, have 
canceled upcoming gigs at the amusement 
park. To combat the negative publicity Sea- 
World has written open letters to film critics, 
purchased full-page ads in newspapers and 
recently launched a section on its corporate 
website called “Truth About Blackfish.” 

Suffice it to say, the film has been in the 
news far more than any of the documentaries 
up for the Academy Award in March. Of the 


five nominees, the only picture to gross more 
than $500,000 is “20 Feet From Stardom,” 
which focuses on those with careers as 
backup singers. 

After she had a few days to process the 
so-called snub, “Blackfish” director Gabri- 
ela Cowperthwaite said she felt her film may 
have been overlooked because it “wasn’t so 
much a work of art as it was art doing work.” 

‘A lot of times the documentaries that do 
well have a lot of original footage, and a lot of 
the footage in ‘Blackfish’ is archival,” she said, 
referring to clips she unearthed of trainers 
being attacked by orcas. “I wanted this to be 
an airtight document that could be launched 
out there and do work in spite of me, without 
filmmaker craft— a fact-based narrative that 
could do good work in the world.” 

Though she admits she was “initially dis- 
appointed” last week, Cowperthwaite has 
already placed her focus elsewhere— refuting 
statements made on SeaWorld’s new page. 

Fred Jacobs, SeaWorld’s vice president of 
communications, said in an email that the web- 
site has been in development since December. 


‘As far as why we did it,” he wrote, “ ‘Black- 
fish’ is a dishonest and manipulative film and 
we wanted to create a place where anyone 
with questions about SeaWorld or how we are 
being portrayed could find the truth.” 

Cowperthwaite, along with the Oceanic 
Preservation Society (the makers of 2010’s 
Oscar-winning dolphin-slaughter doc “The 


Cove”) quickly fired back, challenging Sea- 
World to a debate in a public forum and issu- 
ing a lengthy statement. 

“SeaWorld can call ‘Blackfish’ propaganda,” 
the release read in part. “This does not make 
their assertion true. We stand by our film and 
the truths it tells. We also stand by the brave 
whistleblowers . ”

Joseph Fiennes had 
“Shakespeare in 
Love” and now his 
big bro Ralph has 
“Dickens in Love,” 
which actually is 

called “The Invisible 

Woman” because 

that sounds more elegant. Also because 
Charles Dickens (played by Fiennes) was in 
love with a woman who wasn’t his wife. 

That was Nelly (Felicity Jones), who, as 
captured in this restrained drama directed 
by Fiennes, experienced feelings with the 
married literary legend in the mid-i8oos. 

As their relationship slowly grows, he notes 
both his love for his family and his happiness 
to escape them. The rest is unspoken. If it 
weren’t, they’d say “Something’s totally hap- 
pening here, right?” 

Naturally, Victorian-era Manchester wasn’t 
thrilled even by rumors of extramarital 
dalliances, causing the affections between 
the man behind “Great Expectations” and a 
woman who inspired a character in ‘A Tale of 
Two Cities” to exist largely in the shadows. 
This doesn’t mean passionately sneaking 
around, though. The love in “The Invisible 
Woman” remains muted, so viewers have to 
chalk things up to the vague understanding 
that old-timey people who fell hard didn’t 
know each other well or communicate much. 
(That would never happen now, of course.)

Jones (“Like Crazy”) might be the best 
young actress whom no one’s buzzing about. 
She’s delicate and complex as Nelly, and 
“Invisible Woman” lets us feel like we know 
the title character. The same can’t be said of 
Dickens. That’s partially because writer Abi 
Morgan (“The Iron Lady”), adapting Claire 
Tomalin’s book, alternates between Nelly’s 
post-Dickens life in 1883 and her largely 
unhappy days with the author/local celeb 
“some years earlier.” 

With his directorial debut, the Shake- 
speare adaptation “Coriolanus,” Fiennes suc- 
cessfully took a topic you (I) thought would 
be boring and gave it a pulse. In “Woman,” 
he’s after the secrets that both wear us down 
and bring us together. Yet the film is shot 
like a romantic tragedy straight out of a clas- 
sic novel, but without the detail that elevates 
infatuation to a bond worth sacrificing for. 

Still, when Dickens asks Nelly to tell him 
a secret and she whispers her middle name 
(Lawless!), the relatively lame revelation 
makes the moment no less intimate. They’re 
two people, unsure of what will and can 
happen between them, feeling an undeni- 
able heat. The movie could have used more 
of that fire.
